Thursday to pass on the peace treaty. Michael Collins and other 
members of the delegation return to Dublin Wednesday night. 
The Diail Eireann itself will be summoned later to ratify the treaty.

proclaim amnesty for Irish political prisoners—Sinn Peiners ar- 
rested for offenses committed in connection with the fight for free- 


dom.

in opportunity of playing a part in 
the growth oC the nation. 


VITAL QUESTION 


"The 
question 
of education." he 


said, "assumes a national importance 
which up this time we have failed to 
recognize. 'And because of our failure 
io recognize it, "it came about that a 
large percentage of the boys who were 
examined for the draft could neither 
tend nor write. Also, be it rcmem- 
acred, that thousands of college grad- 
uates who offered' their services had 
to admit when they were questioned 
as to their ability for work requiring 
absolute accuracy that they knew a 
great deal in general and nothing in 
particular. 
This is not a proud ad- 


mission for a country, which boasts 
equal opportunity for all. There are 
in this country today 5.000.000 people 
above the age of ten who can neither 
read nor write. The republic is not 
safe when such a condition exists. 
This great mass of Jgnorance provides 
i breeding place for the seeds of bol- 
shevism and destructivcness. Indus- 
trially this illiteracy is costly. Lives 
arc lost; machinery destroyed: produc- 
tion decreased," through inability to 
read. 


"In analyzing the amount of educa- 


tion which the average American child 
receives, the civic 
development de- 


partment has learned thnt out of 
every 1.000 beginners in the public 
schools. 290 drop out before they reach 
tho se\enth grade and 76 more before 
they reach the eighth grade, it is 
essential to good citizenship thnt the 
children of 
America receive 
more 


than the bare rudiments of an ele- 
mentary education. 
"Jt is a fact significant in a study 


of the physical development of the 
coming generation as well as in con- 
ncction with their economic situation 
that in a small city in Wisconsin the 
children spend $4,000 moie a. year for 
sweets and movies than Is spent for 
the public school system of the com 
munity and that in Minneapolis the 
school children average 10 cents a day 
for theso luxuries. 
American busi- 


ness may well look with'apprehension 
upon the physical strength and finan- 
cial wisdom of a generation 
which 


gets its 
recreation 
in such 
large 


measure in sort drink resorts anc; 
dark and often 
times unventilated 


motion picture hou.-cs. 
Where this 


process has gone far. it means that an 
extra burden has been placed on the 
schools and that they must provide 
practically the only opportunity for 
proper physical development the child 
has. Thuc far the public at large has 
not appreciated the burden and re- 
sponsibility which the schools have 
nor what it will mean to the future of 
our people. 


"Finally, let us give more thought 


to government in our educational sys- 
tem. 
Jn the great schools and uni- 


versities of Europe, the mind of the 
best youth is tjiirncd to the service ol 
the state as a life work ranking with 
any profession. 
In America, the poli 


tician has been looked down on, and 
the public servant has been vicwec 
with suspicion. 
Our government is 


as good as the people desire it to be. 
Let us teach the principles of our 
government and love for its institu 
tions, to every child in the Kind, let 
us point the way to the nation's ser- 
vice and thereby create not only a 
sound and abiding patriotism, 
but 


ever-growing efficiency in government

-empire -as a free stale. This in a. nutshell 
is the settlement reached between repre- 
sentatives of the crown and o£ the Sinn 
Fein. On the one hand. Ireland makes 
definite promise of allegiance to the em- 
pire, on the other the recognition of Ire- 
land as an independent state is said to be 
clear.

est accord and friendship. After cen- 
turies of misunderstanding, in which the 
British were to blame, the elemental good 
in man has been allowed to prevail and 
justice has triumphed. Mr. Gladstone 
tried to make the English people see.the 
ligh'tj but his great statesmanship was re- 
pudiated_aud that monument of decay and 
reaction, the house of lords, continued to 
control the destinies of the empire until 
liberalism finally struck it out of exist- 
ence, for all-practical purposes .and put at 
the bead of the government a true 
democrat- 


Peace with Ireland rests on" the man- 


to^uian, foundation. England takes an- 
other remarkable stride forward in the 
perfection of her democracy by telling 
Ireland she is free to do as she. pleases and 
asking her to join with the empire for 
their common, security and advancement. 
Ireland accepts the proffered hand in true 
brotherly spirit, agrees-to forget and for- 
give and the quarrel is ended. How sen- 
sible, how rational, how human! If ifc robs 
the crown of some-of its luster and the 
tlironc of some of its splendor, it advanc- 
es the cause of Seniocraey and makes for . 
the brotherhood of man. 


AVhat the representatives of the Dail 


and the Grown have subscribed to the par- 
liaments of England and Ireland will 
ratify. Ulster is left out of the transac- 
tion, unless it choses to exercise the good 
sense of voluntarily becoming a party to 
the arrangement. The state of the British 
empire which makes'possible a settlement 
of this kind is a far cry from the days of 
Jjord John Russell. Disraeli and even Salis- 
bury. It is a thousand years from the re- 
form bill, as time was measured before 
that historic event. Queen Victoria would 
never have believed it possible and yet she 
Las been dead but a few years. 


Undoubtedly the fire through which 


England went from 1914 to 1917 hast- 
ened the germination of the seed that had 


t laid cold in the ground so long. "Without 
•.the "World "nrar England would never have 
capitulated to Ireland so soon. From the 
Irish standpoint it is a complete surren- 
der by the mother country, but if we go 
beneath the surface it is one of the great- 
est triumphs for British statesmanship, 
character and farsightedness in the history 
of the empire, l/loyd George could wish 
for no greater fame "than that wliich will 
immortalize his name' as the maker of 
peace between England and Ireland: 
peace, moreover which •will be enduring 
because it rests on righteousness. 
It is 


apolitical achievement that ranks -with the 
greatest of which the world knows, and 
is a fitting culmination of his distin- 
guished service to the empire.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


"What, a change has taken place in Ke- 


publican policies in the short sp'acc of a 
year if we cau accept President Harding 
as a party authority! At this fimc in 1920 
the party had been swept iuto power on a 
veritable' tidal wave of popular indorse- 
ment. Knowing full well before the elec- 
tion how it would result, the party lead- 
ers went to the farthest extremes in. hold- 
ing the administration of President'"Wil- 
son up to execration. "Whatever ho had 
done was wrong and would be departed 
from henceforth and forever. His "entire 
foreign policy was declared to be subver- 
sive of American interests and the height 
of national folly. The bitter-enders were 
raised to {lie seventh heaven of delight by 
the apparent capitulation of the party to 
their views that the United States should" 
withdraw completely from the affairs of 
the Old AVorld and should^paddle its own 
canoe in its own waters with its own pad- 
dle. ."What was supposed to be the "Wash- 
ington policy of non-entanglement was 
vindicated and the policy of isolation glori- 
fied. "We -would not become involved in 
Europe or any other part of the world 
under any pretext or for any" purpose. The 
idea' was made clear and definite, and the 
politicians uttered a devout "Amen." 
'"With the exception of Borah. Johnson and 
a. few of the other irreconcilables to whose 
motives some principle may be conceded, 
this was done to make the gulf between 
"WJlsonian doctrine and the new era about 
to dawn bottomless and unbridgeable.
